a nuclear test ban. I am confident that Ambassador Dean and Dr. Wiesner 

re reporting to me correctly that no cne on our side ever indicated a 
reacineas to accept the number of inspections proposed in your letter 
of December 19. Certainly that has never been the position of this government. 
Cn the other hand, I have respect for your representatives, and have 
concluded, therefore, that an hones6 misunderstanding has shmehow occurred. 
We are not trying to be arbitrary on this matter, or impose our views on 
anyone; for we deeply believe that an agrsement to end nuclear testing is 
in the best interest of both our countries and in the interest of peace. 
Prime Minister Macmillan and | hope to have new siegm~enk sucsestions on 
this matter very goon. 

Tnis government remains very much opposed to the spread of nuclear 
weapons to additional nations; and the very surpose of our multilateral sucleaz 
force proposals ig to discourage the growth of national auclear capabilities | 
in Yest Germany and other Yertern countries. I shall ποῖ zeply here to 
iz.

‘Ve shall continues to seek the sest views of preventing the spread of aationas 
auciear forces, and would 5c relieved if you could obtain the sarticipation 
of Cuina lm your own oilater:l auclear force which couid "6 used only with 
your consent. Indeed, that would relieve ali the world. 

Tae situation in Cuba continuss to be of concern to those who care 
abost peace in the Caribbean. Although the recent withdrawai of troope 
has been important -- and no one in this administration 
has buen permitted to regard this as ἃ victory or cause for gloating -- 
the coutinued presence of Soviet forces and arms will sever be regarded 
with equanimity by the pcsonle of this Hemisphere. For myself, I still do 
not wish to be forced isto any military action in Cuda ot anywhere 6186; 
but inasmuch as sur peaceful observation of the island proved last fall to 
ve essential to safeguarding aur security and the security of others, that 
observation will continues; and any interference with it would avcke 
whatever response was necessary to retain it. While the attitude of the 
present regime in Cuba and its sersistent attempts to interfere in the 
internal affaires of other Hemispheric nations requires certain counter- 
measures, we are aware of the tensions unduly created oy these orivate 
attacxs om yous ships in Carinoean waters; and we are taxing Action τὸ 
halt these attecks which are in viclation af cur laws, ind Sobasae ξ 
the support of the Sritish Government in preventing the use of their 
Castobean islands for this ourpose,.

If this thought 
is appealing tc you, please let me know ycur views on the most conveniont 
time. 

in closing, I want again to send my warmest psrsonal wishes to 
you and all your family. These are difficult and dangerous times ir which 
we live, εἰ both you and I have grave recponsibilities to our families and 
᾿ to all of mankind. The pressures from those who have a less patient and 
peacsful outlook are very great -~- but I assure you of my own determination 
to work at all times to strengthen world peace.
